Gospels is the scene of the burial of the 
Divine Saviour after His death upon Calvary.

Preservation of the Faith in Latin America 


HE General Intention of the 
Ге of Prayer for April 

is the “Preservation of the 
Faith in Latin America.” The In- 
tention is significant, for it would 
not have been chosen unless there 
were some danger to the Faith in 
the other American nations. That 
real danger exists is recognized by 
most Catholic observers. Concern- 
ing the seriousness of the danger 
there will be, naturally, differences 
of opinion. The situation will like- 
wise be different in each of the 
twenty republics which comprise 
what we call Latin or Hispanic 
America; conditions will differ even 
in certain provinces or dioceses of 
the same republic. For instance, 
the Faith (speaking of an intelli- 
gent understanding and practice of 
Catholicism) has been weak in the 
two republics of the island of Haiti. 
In Mexico on the other hand, in 
spite of political combats and actual 
persecutions, the Faith among the 
people has remained a living and

an ardent characteristic. When we 
speak of the people of Mexico, we 
mean the great masses of the poor 
mestizo population (partly Indian, 
partly Spanish) and of the Indians 
throughout the nation, especially in 
that broad belt of country in south- 
ern Mexico running west from 
ocean to ocean, from Vera Cruz to 
Guadalajara and beyond. 

In most parts of Latin America 
the Faith cannot be said to be 
vigorous. There is and has long 
been a widespread indifferentism 
among the people, especially among 
the men. In fact, it can be said 
with some few exceptions that the 
Church has lost the firm allegiance 
of the men in Latin America. Not 
that all of these have “lost the 
Faith," but they do not practise it 
while living; dying, many will call 
a priest. In Argentina, which is 
approximately ninety-five per cent 
Catholic in name, and which has 
enjoyed a completely Catholic 
background, only thirteen per cent 
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of the population are practising 
Catholics, and of these, the men are 
again but eight or ten per cent. In 
Paraguay one of the clergy told the 
present writer that hardly ever do 
you see a man at Mass, even though 
on solemn national celebrations the 
State officials will be present as a 
matter of attending a national 
function. For here, as in most other 
Latin-American countries, Catholi- 
cism is the official or quasi-official 
religion. 


NE of our best Catholic Inter- 

Americanists who has lived for 
years in Latin America and knows 
it well, Dr. Richard Pattee, has writ- 
ten of this widespread indifferent- 
ism; and, referring to it in an ar- 
ticle in The Catholic Digest (May, 
1944), he said: "Indifferentism has 
long been the great problem of 
Latin-American Catholicism.” Dr. 
Joseph F. Privitera of St. Louis 
University, in his recent book, “The 
Latin-American Front” speaks of 
a certain Latin-American “basic 
indifference to religion" and he 
makes a direct address to North 
American Catholics: “If you wish to 
see maintained the same Faith that 
has prevailed in Latin America for 
the past four hundred and fifty 
years, then cast off your smug com- 
placency, roll up your sleeves, and 
get to work.” 

This very indifference, then, is a 
danger to the Faith in most parts 
of Latin America. But there is 
ignorance too. The people very 
commonly do not know their 
Faith — do not understand the ra- 
tional apologetic of Catholicism. 
Among the lowly, especially among 
the Indians of the more isolated 
districts, superstition, and some- 
times even rank idolatry, creeps in 
to be blent with a confused no- 
tion of Christianity. 

Another danger is Communism. 
Its threat (which is not to be exag- 
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gerated) could be greatly lessened 
by efforts to bring about a more 
equitable distribution of property 
and wealth. 

The reasons for these dangers to 
the Faith are many, and have been 
analyzed in other Catholic studies. 
There is no space to enter into all 
of them here. A very important 
one can, however, be indicated: the 
dearth of clergy. In many parts of 
South America there are not nearly 
enough priests to reach the poor In- 
dian or mestizo, scattered in far, 
isolated districts, where the wild- 
ness of the country makes it most 
difficult to reach them, and where 
climate makes it hazardous to live 
among them. In Brazil the number 
of clergy is calamitously inade- 
quate. There are not ten thousand 
priests to administer to the nation’s 
forty-four million inhabitants, while 
in the United States some thirty- 
nine thousand administer to a 
Catholic population of approximate- 
ly twenty-four million. 


T is also true that there is often 

a lack of energetic, progres- 
sive methods of evangelization. 
Many of the clergy have inherited 
the easy-going Spanish tradition of 
the colonial era. Because of histori- 
cal reasons, the priesthood does not 
appeal as a vocation to many edu- 
cated young men, so that often the 
ranks of the clergy are recruited 
from among the mestizo, or the In- 
dians who come from the poorer 
classes of the people. There is not 
in Latin America a large middle 
class, among whom in the United 
States most of our vocations are 
developed. 

Now all of this would already be 
a problem. But the situation has of 
recent years been made more acute 
by a growing proselytizing zeal on 
the part of many non-Catholic de- 
nominations, whether Protestant or 
other, such as Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
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Protestants have been active in 
Latin America for a century and 
more. They have had some slight 
success in work among the Catho- 
lics, and have made a paltry num- 
ber of converts. 

Since the early 1930’s Protestant 
groups from the United States have 
increased their social and religious 
drive. They have come to look upon 
Latin America as a legitimate and 
useful field for their religious prop- 


aganda and their social organiza- - 


tions in favor of the poor, the dis- 
eased, and the un- 
educated. In the 
social order some 
of this work is ad- 
mirable, for dis- 
ease and poverty 
are widespread, 
and some individ- offer Thee 
ual Protestants 
work at great per- 
sonal sacrifice and | 
are not not afraid 
to penetrate into 
the hot and dan- 
gerous jungles of 
the western Ama- 
zonian basin. 
Where a Catholic 
priest has never 
penetrated, they 
will make Protes- 
tant Indians, of 
course. Through their educational 
and social work in the towns, they 
are beginning to gain over a certain 
number of adherents, and through 
their proselytizing they act as an 
irritant to the Catholic clergy and 
stir up an amount of ill will, even 
when the numbers they gain over 
are comparatively small. 

As to the harm being done the 
Catholic cause by these activities, 
opinions differ. Good and practis- 
ing Catholic laymen do not seem 
to take it very seriously, saying 
that the successes of the Protestants 
are slight and that they merely

scratch the surface. Some bishops, 
in 1944, such as Monseñor Munita 
of Puerto Montt in Chile or Mon- 
señor Holguin of Arequipa in Peru, 
were not greatly worried, for Pro- 
testants had not as yet set foot in 
their dioceses. Other members of 
the higher clergy, the bishops of 
Peru and Argentina, and Monseñor 
Bugarin of Asuncion, Paraguay, 
were exceedingly anxious over the 
situation, as were most of the Papal 
Nuncios resident in the various 
capitals. A certain number of parish 
priests, aware of 
this infiltration of 
Protestantism, and 
not knowing other 
means of combat- 
ing it, launch 
from the 
pulpit in thunder- 
ing denuncia- 
tions, not only of 
those who prosely- 
tize, but of all 
Protestants, and 
even of all the 
United States 
where Protestants 
come from. 
Danger unques- 
tionably exists in 
greater or less de- 
gree in the twenty 
Latin - American 
republics and their provinces. It will 
probably increase, because certain 
Protestant denominations in the 
United States plan to intensify their 
religious campaign in the other 
countries of this hemisphere. In 
their seminaries, enthusiastic young 
men are being trained for the mis- 
sions of the South; and soon, doubt- 
less in good faith, will set forth ta 
carry their form of Christianity to 
peoples, many of whom the Catholic 
clergy are not numerous enough or 
adequately prepared to reach. The 
Latin-American does not always 
possess the practical and realistic 
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quality of the North American, nor 
has he demonstrated great powers 
of organization. The North American 
Protestant missionary often carries 
with him both these qualities; he 
is, moreover, trained in social work, 
and is sometimes (but not always) 
well financed. It will in some cases 
be difficult to meet this competition, 
and still further numbers may be 
drawn away from the Faith. 

One remedy lies in what aid the 
Catholic clergy of the United States 
may be able and willing to give. 
Already a beginning has been 
made. Maryknoll missionaries are 
laboring in Chile, Peru, Bolivia, and 
Ecuador. Groups of Franciscan mis- 
sionaries have been working in the 
interior of Brazil. The Fathers of 
the Holy Cross have opened up a 
school in Santiago, Chile. North 
American nuns have several educa- 


tional institutions on the west 
coast. Just as there is need of 
many more missionaries, so there 
is need of many more schools ad- 
ministered by Catholic North Amer- 
icans. These latter institutions are 
greatly respected by Latin-Amer- 
icans, and the children flock to 
them. Protestants have their schools 
in most of the capitals and in many 
of the larger towns. Should the 
movement of sending Catholic mis- 
sionaries and teachers to Latin 
America increase abundantly, one 
danger to the Faith in Latin Amer- 
ica, that of Protestant influence, 
will be diminished. Further lessen- 
ing of this and the other dangers 
must rest with the Latin Americans 
themselves. Hard work, practical 
methods, and good organization 
must act as a necessary comple- 
ment of earnest prayer.

They all have, of course, their famous shrines 
and sanctuaries of the Madonna, and, in every country, special honor and 
particular devotion to their own particular Saints and patrons in the 
Court of Heaven. But throughout the vast continent, wherever the lamp of 
faith and piety burn brightest, it is God Incarnate, the Second Person 
of the Blessed Trinity, who is the object of the people’s passionate worship. 

Nowhere in Christendom did the burning words of the Supreme Pastor, 
instituting the great festival of Christ the King, meet a warmer or more 
fervent response than from the Catholic peoples of the South American 
Republics, In the very heart of the stupendous range of the Andes, on 
a great eminence fourteen thousand feet above sea level, stands a 
colossal statue of Christ the King, a cross in His left hand, and His right 
raised in blessing.

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That False Nationalism May Not Hinder the Spread of Christianity 


ALSE nationalism strives for | 
F increased national wealth, mil- 
itary power, and world in- 
fluence, without due regard for the 
rights and welfare of citizens and of 
other nations. It has its beginnings 
in the licensed indulgence of in- 
‘Satiable greed, sometimes masked 
under the standard of self-preserva- 
tion; and the State becomes a mon- 
ster, a proud, impersonal colossus, 
a false god to whom human sacri- 
fice is offered with fanatical devo- 
tion. The worship of the true God 
of.all nations is decried as aborig- 
inal folly; and, today, the Catholic 
Church is openly апа notoriously 
‘persecuted in civilized lands with 
diabolic fury. The voices of indig- 
nant protest are scattered and un- 
noted in the world amphitheatre. 
While the council of nations sits” 
in judgment on matters of world 
security, Christianity must not be 
allowed to be sentenced to death. 
The strategy of false nationalism 
is to free politics from the practical 
influence of truth by religious per- 
secution, or by making united poli- 
tics depend upon religious indiffer- ` 
ence, in the name of tolerance. As 
our Holy Father said in his Christ- 
mas Message: "Liberalism strove to 


create, without the Church or in op-

The more 
the veil is lifted from the origin and 
increase of those forces which 
brought about the war, the clearer 
it becomes that they were the heirs, 
the bearers, and continuers of er- 
rors of which the essential element 
was the neglect, overthrow, denial, 
and contempt of Christian thought 
and principles." Experience should 
have taught us that "politicians 
who think otherwise pile up only 
ruins." 

Diabolic Absolutism over prostrate 
nations and their dependencies 
must not be protected by an inten- 
tion to rule the world independently 
of the laws of God. The Charter of 
the United Nations does not men- 
tion His name, but God accepts the 
acts of individuals in favor of the 
whole world. We must pray fer- 
vently in union with the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus for a just peace in 
which the Church and her Missions i 
may flourish in all lands.

The whole 
man, his whole mis- 
sion, his whole life 
was a voice crying aloud. His every 
move was a call to higher things, 
his every action was a challenge to 
be done with the passing stuff of 
time. Though he preached, it was 
not his words that broke men and 
women away from sinful lives. His 
life was the greatest sermon he 
ever preached. 

What John the Baptist was, that 
I too should be. No matter who I 
am, little or big, obscure- or inter- 
nationally known, young or old, my 
very life must tell of God, of His 
truths, of His love. What I do and 
my way of doing it, what I say and 
my way of saying it, where I go 
and with whom I go, my pleasures 
and the way I take them — each 
and all, singly and unitedly, must 
speak eloquently and demandingly 
of God. 

It is easy to preach of God in 
words, easy to write of Him and His 
overwhelming truths; anyone can 
do that, yes, even when his own 
heart and life are far from God. But

the hardest sermon ever preached 
and the one that men cannot help 
listening to is the sermon of a life. 
And you cannot fool men there. 
Pious words that are not imbedded 
in a holy life have a hollow ring; 
exhortations that. come from un- 
sanctified lips die in the ears of the 
hearers; talk of God 
that springs not from 
a heart close to God 
never reaches into the 
hearts of others. 

Mother, father, and 
child,sister and broth- 
er, each can be to the 
other a living sermon 
if within the home the spirit of 
Nazareth really reigns. There need 
be little “pious talk,” if only the 
spirit of Jesus and Mary and Joseph 
holds sway therein from rising time 
through breakfast on through the 
day, across the dinner table, until 
the hour at the very end of day. 

Priest and Religious, teacher and 
writer may talk all they want of 
God, may try to spur others on to 
ways of virtue, but there will be 
scant harvest in their listeners’ lives 
unless they reap open harvest in 
their own. 

Dear Lord Jesus, I want to do all 
the good I can in the world, and 
to lead closer to You all those with 
whom I live and deal. It is easy to 
talk about You, for there is so much 
to You; but that isn’t what counts. 
Its my life that must speak of 
You — loudly, appealingly, con- 
vincingly; and that’s not easy. I'll 
need Your grace for that; so please 
give it to me that I may be always 
and everywhere a living sermon.

Thorn-Crowned King 


Good Friday our Lord, carefully 

guarded as.a criminal, stood on 
the portico of the palace of Pontius 
Pilate. His head crowned with 
thorns, His hands bound with rope, 
His shoulders covered in mockery 
with royal purple, He appeared to 
be at that moment the pitiful victim 
of utter defeat. And yet to the 
pointed question of the Roman gov- 
ernor concerning His royalty Christ 
had answered, “Thou sayest it; I 
am a King. This is why I was born, 
and why I have come into the 
world, to bear witness to the truth. 
Everyone who is of the truth hears 
My voice.” 

Standing humbly before the vast 
multitude of His own beloved 
creatures, the Son of God waited 
with patience for their judgment 
of His Kingship. During all His 
days among them, fair opportunity 
was given to all to observe His 
kingly attributes. He was different 
from any other king they had ever 
Seen or read about. "My Kingdom 
is not of this world." He was poor, 
without the customary luxuries of 
royalty. He was not inclined to in- 
sist exclusively on His selfish rights 
to the detriment of His subjects. He 
was at all times the selfless servant 
of even the lowly and the afflicted, 
26 
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speaking to them constantly only in 
the terms of love. 

Pilate seemed to be coldly de- 
tached from the full significance of 
the situation. As Roman governor 
of the locality, he had an annoying 
duty to perform. The consequences 
of the trial were a matter of indif- 
ference to him. Close as he was to 
the Second Person of the Blessed 
Trinity, his pagan heart was little 
concerned with the possibility that 
Eternal Truth was his prisoner, 
bruised and bleeding; that Divine 
Omnipotence was restricted with 
rope; that Divine Love was a des- 
pised captive. Pointing to the 
thorn-crowned Saviour, Pilate ex- 
claimed in a loud voice to the 
crowd, “Behold your King!” 

There was no friendly voice in 
the vast throng to prolong the echo 
of that glorious salutation to Christ 
the King. Where were the disciples 
of the Divine Master, who had lived 
so intimately with Him and listened 
to His eloquent words of wisdom 
and witnessed many of His mira- 
cles? Where were the thousands 
who had shared in the blessings of 
the miraculous multiplication of the 
loaves and fishes on the hillside? 
Where were the blind, the deaf, the 
lepers, who had been cured by the 
Wonder-Worker of Galilee? Had

they all forgotten so soon what the 
Divine Saviour had done for them? 
Were fear and human respect the 
reasons for their heartless ingrati- 
tude? 

On that memorable occasion no 
words of affectionate loyalty 
reached the ears of the Holy Re- 
deemer, but only a piercing cry of 
bitterness, "Away with Him! Away 
with Him! Crucify Him!" No cutting 
scourge or pointed lance could in- 
flict a more painful wound on the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus than the sad 
realization that human souls of His 
own making could be so blinded by 
prejudice and full of hate that they 
scorned and rejected the Son of God. 
It seemed that even Pilate could 
not believe the verdict he heard, as 
he insisted, "Shall I crucify your 
King?" 'The leaders of the mob 
gave voice to the considered opinion 
of the people, “We have no king but 
Caesar." Jesus was taken and led 
away to be crucified. 


URING the days of Lent espe- 
cially, the minds of loyal Chris- 
tians are occupied with thoughts of 
the Sacred Passion of Christ, pa- 
tiently endured for the Redemption 
of all mankind. The recollection of 
the sufferings and sorrows of our 
Lord makes manifest to all sincere 
hearts that Divine Love has spoken 
of His affection for every human 
soul in the eloquent language of 
sacrifice. At the same time the ex- 
tremes become more clearly defined 
between the coldness and the 
warmth, the indifference and the 
thoughtfulness, the ingratitude and 
the mercy of the Son of God and 
of His beloved creatures. 
The scene once enacted centuries 
ago before the palace of Pilate is 


repeated over and over again in the. 


modern world in the lives of all 
Christians. The time and the cir- 
cumstances are different but the is- 
sue remains the same. In the home, 
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in the office, on the streets, the 
human wills of men and women are 
confronted with the choice of 
acknowledging the complete do- 
minion of Jesus Christ as the ruler 
of their lives or rejecting Him with 
the resentful cry, “We have no king 
but Caesar.” 

It is only a person with a fervent 
faith in the God-Man who can dis- 
cern the trappings of royalty in 
poverty, humility, and selflessness. 
It is only the mind that has a clear 
vision of the supernatural nature 
of His Kingdom that is willing to 
sacrifice the passing treasures of 
this world in exchange for the love 
and the grace of the King. It is 
only the loyal heart that is coura- 
geous enough to proclaim day after 
day by the fidelity of a holy life 
his subjection to the Divine King. 
It is only a true follower of a thorn- 
crowned King who is willing to 
tread valiantly in His footsteps all 
the way to Calvary. “He who does 
not take up his cross and follow 
Me is not worthy of Me. He who 
finds his life will lose it, and he 
who loses his life for My sake will 
find it." * 


HE ignorance, the indifference, 

the prejudice, the hatred that 
took possession of many men’s 
minds and hearts in the past still 
veil the sight of others today to the 
truth that their thorn-crowned King 
leads the way to true peace and 
happiness in time and eternity. 
Some people can delude themselves 
for a time that the rejection of 
Christ and His principles can bring 
them the desired joy of success in 
this world. In their rebellion against 
the benign influence of Christ the 
King, they involve themselves in 


the worst of all slaveries, the: 


slavery of sin. 

Sooner or later the person with 
faith in his heart learns that de- 
fiance of the laws of Jesus Christ, 
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the King, brings only the .loss of 
the most precious things a human 
being can possess — His love and 
His grace. The man or woman who 
has offended the Divine Master se- 
riously, in the quiet of personal re- 
. flection, will admit that no thrill of 
passion or the comforts of avarice 
or the intoxication of indulgence 
can compensate for the loss of the 
friendship of Christ. The Eternal 
Lover has been exchanged for a 
momentary satisfaction of selfish- 
ness. The affection of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus has been rejected for 
the fickle esteem of human crea- 
tures. In place of the love, the en- 
lightenment, and peace of Divine 
grace, the sinner has a conscience 
struggling with remorse, a heart 
full of regrets, and a soul crushed 
with sorrow. 


HEN the members of the 

League of the Sacred Heart re- 
flect on the abundant proofs of love 
our Lord gave to each one of them 
during His Passion and Death, and 
they examine the coldness and in- 
difference of their response, they 
are reminded impressively of the 
need of a renewed consecration and 
a more constant reparation to Him. 
The Blessed Redeemer speaks to 
men, women, and children of the 
present as He did to St. Margaret 
Mary in the Seventeenth Century, 
“Behold this Heart which has so 
loved men that It has spared noth- 
ing even to exhausting and wear- 
ing Itself out, to manifest to them 
Its love; and in return I receive 
from the most of them only in- 


gratitude shown by their irreverence * 


and sacrileges, and by the coldness 
and contempt they have for Me in 
the Blessed Sacrament of Love." 
The Divine Saviour showed to St. 
Margaret Mary His lance-pierced 
Heart, flaming with love, sur- 
mounted by a cross, encircled with 
thorns, the emblems of His Sacred 


Passion. All generations were thus 
to be reminded of the sharp con- 
trast between the inconstancy and 
coldness of human love and the 
selfless loyalty of the Son of God 
toward all His creatures that paid 
so generously for their Redemption. 
Man’s contribution to that picture 
are a cross, an instrument of death; 
the thorns, a means of torture; the 
wound, the sad effect of cruelty. 
The Divine King offers His Heart 
always burning with light to il- 
lumine the darkened minds of men, 
with power to strengthen their 
weakened wills, with warmth to en- 
kindle repentant affection. 


EVOTED hearts, conscious of 
their privilege as members of 
the Mystical Body of Christ of living 
intimately with Him in sanctifying 
grace, will strive especially during 
the Lenten season to respond with 
true affection to the pleadings of 
the thorn-crowned King. In the cir- 
cumstances of their daily life the 
opportunities are offered to them of 
imitating the patience, the humility, 
the charity of the Holy Redeemer. 
In their participation in the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass and the re- 
ception of the Blessed Eucharist 
each day, they can offer the com- 
fort of their affection to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus in reparation for their 
own sins and the sins of the world. 
The thorn-crowned King was truly 
a victim of love. He was willing to 
undergo the most severe physical 
and mental sufferings rather than 
turn against even those who re- 
jected, tortured, and crucified Him. 
Sincere hearts can never be satisfied 
with a cold or indifferent response 
to such inspiring. affection. In the 
constancy of their loyalty, in the 
earnéstness of their pious deter- 
mination to be like Christ, they too 
can be victims of love for the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus.

Our Greatest Jewels 


How children develop and mature depends on all society, 
but particularly on parents 


HILDREN have been called 
C everything, including bless- 

ings, nuisances, апа , jewels. 
While they are growing up, they 
are sometimes good, sometimes 
bad, sometimes happy, sometimes 
sad, but always a problem to be 
understood and solved. 

The father has been called the 
head of the family; the mother, the 
heart. As a bond of common inter- 
est, the child brings parents close 
together in the miracle of creation 
and unity of purpose: to raise the 
child with every proper spiritual 
and physical advantage. Parents 
experience the delightful realiza- 
tion that their lives are not wasted; 
that their child is a reflection of 
themselves, and his successes a 
mirror of glory for them. They are 
happy knowing that life, for them, 
will never be “all over," that they 
will keep in close contact with the 
changing world through the prog- 
ress of their children. There is the 
comfort, too, that when old age 
besets them, they can depend on 
the affectionate love of their chil- 
dren. 

The home without children is like 
the ring without the diamond. It 
is a ring, but it is not complete, 
and its value is inestimably less. 
Some selfish couples think of chil 
dren as: "drains on the pocket- 
book;" “poor risks;" “too much re- 
sponsibility;” “too demanding;” 
“too -exhausting.” A drain on the 
pocketbook? Yes, but so are the 
unnecessary luxuries to which we 
have accustomed ourselves, and 
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which we must sacrifice if we are to 
have children. Poor risks? Not if 
we invest time, effort, and love 
without measure. Demanding? De- 
finitely. But they have a right to 
expect much from us. To those who 
maintain that children “аре” a per- 
son, we would say “perhaps.” What 
little they may exhaust from ap- 
pearances is replaced immeasurably 
by the beauty of selflessness. Is 
there anything more humanly beau- 
tiful than a mother’s face that is 
illumined from within by grace? 
And it must be admitted that chil- 
dren are often the means of keep- 
ing people from growing.cranky and 
“drying up inside.” Nobody can 
stop the forces of nature. We must 
advance in years, but we do not 
have to lose spirit. 

Parents assume a big responsi- 
bility by bringing a child into the 
world. From the start they know 
that children must not have any- 
thing that will endanger their lives, 
and that they must be given every 
care and consideration if they are 
to survive and grow healthy. If they 
are in fortunate circumstances, they 
must wisely refrain from “spoiling’” 
the child, as a child who has too 
much attention and material ad- 
vantages does not have to tax his 
ingenuity and soon becomes fret- 
ful and more dissatisfied than if 
he had too little. 

In raising a child, 
growth 


spiritual 
is an all-important con- 


sideration. As soon as the child can 

talk he should learn to say simple 

prayers, and gradually be taught 
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the principal dogmas of Faith in a 
simple manner. Character must be 
developed at a very early age, and 
good example is hereafter very im- 
portant. It is amazing how quickly 
a small child will learn what he 
may and may not do, and as soon 
as he can understand, he should 
be told “why,” whenever possible. 
It is easy to win a child’s confi- 
dence by giving some answer to 
the questions which crowd his 
eager, knowledge-hungry mind. An 
answer should always be true, but 


only as complete as the child will, 


understand. 

Some parents of unruly children 
adopt the “iron hand” method. If 
this method does produce favorable 
results, usually they are only super- 
ficial. The child who is “held in” 
too much will become the worst sort 
of problem: a sneak. He will resort 
‘to many schemes to gain his own 
way, sometimes believing that he is 
justified in doing so. His parents 
will not be able to trust him be- 
cause he does not trust them, and 
a lifetime -of misunderstandings 
may result. 

Often the difficulty lies in the 
contradiction built up in the child’s 
mind. If the bragging father relates 
colorful tales about the mischievous 
pranks he and the “boys” pulled 
in the old days, how can he be in- 
dignant when his son tries them 
оп-а smaller scale? A mother who 
boasts of her popularity and rounds 
of parties in days gone by, can 
hardly berate her daughter for 
"running around" too much. 

Until children, through constant 
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guidance, have gained confidence 
in their own ability to handle life's 
problems, big and small, they need 
the assurance of sound, logical ad- 
vice administered in small doses. 
And when the child in the latter 
teens shows mature judgment, he 
should be allowed to make some de- 
cisions for himself. He will still 
come to you for advice, and usually 
folow it. We would have less dis- 
rupted families, “runaway” mar- 
riages, and wasted lives if every 
family could develop that enviable 
understanding between parents and 
children. 
' This is a new era for children, as 
well as adults. Our American chil- 
dren are the luckiest children in 
the world, and we have the right to 
expect more of them than any other 
children in the world. We spend 
most of our lives on our children, 
and we naturally expect a just re- 
ward. However, too many parents 
make unjust demands on their chil- 
dren in return for years of sacri- 
fices and worry. Our reward should 
be our children's happiness and 
strength of body and soul. Their 
lives belong to their children, not 
to us. To demand too much of them 
means we are taking a step back- 
ward, depriving the future of what- 
ever we may have contributed. 
After all is said and done, we 
have accomplished our life’s work 
if we have accepted our children 
from God, who condescended to 
trust us with them, and if, in liv- 
ing for them, we have ourselves 
come to depend solely on Him, the 
Father of all.

Benedict XV wrote a letter to 
the Hierarchy of the world and 
encouraged them to spread the 
Faith with all their resources by 
helping the Missions. In this letter 
the Pope mentioned the Apostleship 
of Prayer and the duties of its mem- 
bers to aid in the Mission crisis. 
As we reread the Pope’s words writ- 
ten in 1919, it becomes clear to us 
that the message which he con- 
veyed in that time of stress applies 
a thousand times more in the pres- 
ent dark hour for the Missions 
throughout the world. 
‘Benedict XV urged three specific 
means of aiding the laborers in 
Christ’s cause all over the globe. 
The three means were: prayer by

all the Faithful, an increase in the’ 


number of Missionaries, and “abun- 
dant resources" from Catholies in 
all parts of the world. 

In speaking of the necessity of 
prayer for the Missionaries, the 
Pope wrote: “All the Faithful should 
assist by their holy prayers those 
who are laboring in the vineyard of 
the Lord tó spread the Gospel. Since 
the Apostleship of Prayer, as it is 
called, has been especially in- 
stituted to fulfil this duty, We here 
strongly recommend it to all good 
people, desiring that no one refrain 
from participation in it, but that 
all wish to be sharers in apostolic 
labor, in spirit if not in deed."

In these words the Supreme 
Pontiff exhorted all the members 
of the Apostleship to intensify their 
prayers for the Missions, and to in- 
crease their- contributions for the 
material advance of the outposts 
of Christendom. Beyond this, he 
expressed a desire that all the 
Faithful should become members 
of the Apostleship, and thereby as- 
sist the growth of the Missions. 

He gives this reason for the grave 
concern he felt at that time for the 
Missions: “The needs of the Mis- 
sions have greatly increased since 
the war by the loss of so many 
schools, hospitals, hostels, and other 
places of refuge.” 

It is even more true today that 
the Missionaries of the world see 
the ruins of long years of labor, and 
find themselves handicapped be- 
cause of want of materials. They 
cannot even begin to reconstruct 
their churches and schools. 

The obligation to keep alight the 
flame of Christianity in distant 
lands falls very much on the 
Shoulders of the six million mem- 
bers of the Apostleship of Prayer in 
America. For many years these mil- 
lions have remembered the toiling 
representatives of our Lord in the 
far countries of the world. A Mis- 
sion Intention has been suggested 
to them every month. It is indeed 
impossible to say how many graces 
have come down from Heaven 
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through the hands of Mary to all 
the pagans of the world because of 
the Morning Offerings, and prayers, 
and Communions of Reparation of- 
fered by the Associates of the 
Apostleship. 

In this hour when America is 
called to offer aid to the wounded, 
war-torn, weary world, masses and 
prayers must be supplemented by 
the "abundant resources" for which 
Benedict XV asked in these words: 
“We wish Catholics liberally to as- 
sist those holy, works organized for 
the support of the Missions.” To 
support his appeal, he quotes that 
challenging question in the First 
Epistle of St. John: “He who has 
the goods of this world and sees his 
brother in need and closes his heart 
to him, how does the love of God 
abide in him?” 


LTHOUGH the Missions received 

much aid after World War I 
from Catholics in all countries, yet 
it was not enough to supply all their 
needs. In 1926, Pope Pius XI again 
urged all the Faithful to contribute 
and ordered the bishops and priests 
of the world not to be ashamed “to 
make yourselves beggars for Christ 
and for the salvation of souls, and 
by your pen and the eloquence 
which flows from your heart, insist 
that your people, by their interest 
and generosity, multiply and render 
more abundant the harvest that the 
work of the Propagation of the Faith 
is gathering in every year." 

Our present Holy Father, Pope 
Pius XII, said in a message to Arch- 
bishop Spellman: 

"The American people have a 
genius for splendid and unselfish 
action and into the hands of Amer- 
ica God has placed the destinies 
of afflicted humanity. May the 
noble flame of brotherly love be 
kindled in your hearts. 

"Let it not die quenched by an 


unworthy, timid caution in the face . 


of the needs of your brethren, let 
it be not overcome by the dust and 
dirt of the whirlwind of anti- 
Christian and non-Christian spirit. 
Keep alive this flame, increase it, 
carry it wherever there be a groan 
of suffering, a lament of misery, a 
cry of pain, and nourish it evermore 
with the heat of a love drawn from 
the*heart of the Redeemer. 

"Armed with the arms of spirit 
and heart, the merciful weapons of 
peace: wisdom, justice, and charity, 
we must stand united against the 
wanton weapons of war: tyranny, 
hatred, and greed. 

"Then the griefs of the world's 
bereaved and the graves of their 
martyred dead will be sealed with 
the tranquillity and the glory of 
God's peace." 

No one need be informed today 
as to the havoc which has been 
wrought in the Mission lands. 
Added to the actual wreckage is the 
depressing fact that many of Eu- 
rope's Missionaries will never re- 
turn to their posts. A larger share 
in the task of bringing the Light 
of the world to all men rests on 
American Catholics! 


HE past record of the Faithful in 

this country and the constancy 
of the members of the Apostleship 
gives assurance that the assistance 
going to the Missions will not be 
"too little and too late." But we 
should all be aware of the great 
need that exists, and try to carry 
out the wish of Pope Benedict that 
all should be members of the Apos- 
tolate. If this ideal is realized, the 
benefits that would accrue to the 
Missions would be vast, abundant, 
and immediate. 

It is the work then of the As- 
sociates of the  Apostleship of 
Prayer at the present time to inform 
their fellow Catholics of the intense 
need of almost every Missionary in

This had been a happy morning 
for me. I had assisted the priest 
giving First Holy Communion to 
one of my fifteen-year-old converts 
who had just been admitted into 
the Church.

I turned to the room, and looked 
within to see the unfamilar face 
of a young Negro woman.

*Did you call me?" I asked. 

"Yes, Father" came the reply 
with great effort. “Father will you 
bless me, please? You see I am not 
a Catholic; but I know you can 
pray for me and can help me." 

"Surely" I replied; and she 
lowered her eyes and folded her 
hands. 

“Our Father, who art in heav- ` 
en — " I prayed; and * — Holy 
Mary, Mother of God, pray for us- 
sinners now, and at the hour of our 
death —” 

*Father, I'm worried. It's so hard 
for me," she started after we had 
prayed a while. “That is why I 
called you." 

“You must not be afraid,” I re- 
plied, taking out my crucifix. "Look 
on our Lord here on the cross. You 
believe He is God, who came and 
died for us sinners, don't you?" 

*Oh, ves, Father. I believe," came 
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the simple act of faith from the 
depths of her soul. 

“Now look on Jesus again on the 
cross. He suffered all these pains 
because of us sinners. Just tell Him 
simply that you are sorry you have 
ever offended Him, and that you 
desire to be forever with Him in 
Heaven.” 

“Jesus,” she began, with that 
beautiful intonation of the Sacred 
Name which can only come from 
the reverent lips of a Negro, “I am 
sorry for having offended You. For- 
give me, Lord Jesus.” 


WAS greatly relieved to see her 

make these acts of faith and con- 
trition so sincerely. Perhaps she 
would be ready to go further. 

“Have you ever been baptized?” 
I asked her. 

“No, Father. But I have felt the 
hand of the Lord upon me. I be- 
lieve in Him. Look, Father, there’s 
my Bible. I often read about Him.” 

“Have you ever belonged to any 
particular church?” 

“No, Father. I went to different 
ones. But I do love the Lord.” 

“Yes, I am sure you do,” I re- 
plied. “But you know our Lord 
wants me to help you even more 
now, so that you will not worry 
any more, and peace may fill your 
heart.” 

"I believe you, Father. I’ve been 
here only a few days now. And I 
have seen you passing by and do- 
ing good to everyone. That is why 
I called you to bless me." When she 
had finished these words, there was 
a long coughing spell which shook 
her weakened frame.

At this, a shadow of worry crept 
over the features of the dying wom- 
an. Something strange was hap- 
pening within her mind, something 
which I could not fathom, some- 
thing which I did not anticipate. 

“What is the difficulty, Estelle?” 
I asked quietly. 

“Father, I don't think I can ‘be 
baptized just now. You see, I am 
very ill, and I couldn't possibly be 
taken down to the river for Baptism 
now." 

I certainly was relieved, though 
greatly surprised. Into my mind 
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leaped the strange image of this 
dying woman, being placed in the 
icy waters of the winding stream at 
the base of the hill not far from 
the hospital. I quickly explained 
that this wasn’t necessary, and that 
she could be baptized right there in 
bed. She smiled with the happiest 
of smiles, and I knew that all was 
ready. Leaving her for the moment, 
I summoned the senior chaplain. 
While he prepared, I arranged the 
sick-call set near her bed, and 
lighted the blessed candles, rejoic- 
ing at their flames sparkling in her 
eyes. It was like a light of faith 
suddenly born in them. 

“Estelle, would you like to be 
called Stella Maria after Mary, the 
Mother of God?

HE turned to the white-clad nurse, 
and smiled a grateful reply.

world as Plato’s “Republic.” Here 
there is depicted an ideal: a man, 
а philosopher-king, perfectly self- 
possessed, calm, dignified, wise, 
practical. Such a man is fitted by 
nature and discipline to govern 
others. The great drawback is that 
the model ruler set before us is 
merely a poet's dream, a philoso- 
pher’s abstract conception. And 
Plato saw so much of the imprac- 
tical in his whole scheme of the 
State that he revised it considerably, 
out of consideration for what men 
really are. 

Quite differently, Ignatius Loyola, 
in his “Spiritual Exercises," com- 
nosed’ in the sixteenth century, 
presents us with the picture of an 
actual King, who gloriously reigns 
over the hearts and minds of mil- 
lions. Christ the King, whom St. 
Ignatius describes, offers everyone 
the opportunity for a great adven- 
ture. Far from being just a day- 
dream, the program of our Captain 
calls for immediate and whole- 
hearted service. To make such serv- 
ice all the more appealing, we are 
reminded that we are asked to do 
nothing which Christ Himself has 
not already done to a supreme 
degree. 

We know for a fact that the 
motive which prompted His keen 
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philosophers, and by the four Evangelists

desire to suffer and die for us was 
the infinite love of all men in the 
Heart of the Redeemer. So it is that 
loyal followers of the King are in- 
spired to a life of continuous effort 
and sacrifice as a return of love for 
love. This kingdom is not a vision- 
ary project devised by sheer think- 
ing, as was Plato's Republic, but 
rather a wondrous enterprise. With 
unselfish motivation so high and the 
final goal of everlasting bliss so 
unexcelled, it is understandable 
that very many have surrendered 
career, fortune, and even life itself 
for such a noble cause. From the 
time of the martyrdom of St. 
Stephen at the dawn of the Chris- 
tian era till that of Father Pro, who 
died in our own day with the words 
"Long live Christ the King" on his 
lips, the names of those likewise 
heroic unto death would fill vol- 
umes. 

Indeed, the. New Testament, the 
written record of the foundation of 
the Kingdom, is not so much a

Church that will teach with au- 
thority till the end of time. 

Clearly enough, every manifesta- 
tion of such unrivaled energy is in- 
timately bound up with the love for 
men in the Heart of the King. How 
closely the Sacred Heart is linked 
with the Kingdom is shown from 
the symbolism used in the adora- 
tion of Christ the King. Officially 
approved statues and pictures of 
the King manifest the Heart of 
Christ encircled with thorns, sur- 
rounded with flames, and sur- 
mounted by a cross, after the man- 
ner in which our Saviour showed 
His Heart to St. Margaret Mary. 
Moreover, when Pope Pius XI estab- 
lished the Feast of Christ the King, 
.to be celebrated on the last Sunday 
of October each year, he directed 
also that the Act of Consecration 
to the Sacred Heart should be re- 
cited on that day at Benediction of 
the Blessed. Sacrament. 


Before the war, plans were made 
for the erection in 1942 of a colossal 
figure of Christ the King at Santo 
Domingo, to commemorate the four 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the discovery of the New World by 
Christopher Columbus. This huge 
statue was intended to overlook the 
harbor of the capital city of the 
same name, by way of increasing 
the homage of mankind for its King; 
and also as a sign of invitation to, 
humanity everywhere on the face 
of the earth — the Old World as 
well as the New World continents — 
to become united under His’ stand- 
ard. Тһе project, unfortunately 
forestalled by the war, was to pro- 
vide an image even more gigantic 
than the twenty-seven-foot sand- 
stone figure of Christo Rey which 
touches the States of Texas, New 
Mexico, and Chihuahua, and so 
serves the double duty of interna- 
tional boundary between the United 
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States and Mexico, and symbol of 
our good-will toward Latin America. 

The actual appeal of the King- 
dom, however, does not consist in 
rapturous contemplation of finely 
chiseled monuments of grand pro- 
portions. These, striking ornaments 
and magnificent achievements of 
artistic genius as they are, for all 
‘that, only represent in lifeless stone 
the real, truly living King whose 
(Heart, as the Preface for the Mass 
of the Sacred Heart expresses it, 
was “pierced by the soldier’s lance 
as He hung on the Cross, so that 
from His open Heart, as from a 
treasury of Divine bounty, He might 
pour out on us torrents of mercy 
and grace, and in that Heart, al- 
ways burning with love of us, the 
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devout might find rest, and the 
penitent a saving refuge.” 

It will be only by devotion to Christ 
the King that men everywhere 
will bring themselves to live peace- 
ably together; it is only thus that 
they will be able to enjoy peace in 
the sanctuaries of their own souls. 
Thus will they prepare the way for 
that happiness which knows no 
ending in the Kingdom of Christ in 
Heaven. Modern Platos may dream 
other visions of a paradise on earth 
in which there should be no slight- 
est confusion or distress. The Heart 
of the Kingdom stirs men to lov- 
ing imitation of the King. In such 
service do they find consolation here 
below and await a blessed eternity 
in the Kingdom of Heaven.

*" this country and welcomed 
generously by American newspap- 
ers, in an effort to encourage a spirit 
of welcome in American hearts. The 
Government and the press have so 
far done a noble work. Much more 
can be done in favor of family unity 
by also promoting changes for the 
better in divorce laws. At present, 
some newspapers do harm by fea- 
turing “human interest” stories of 
scandalous misbehavior; and judges 
in our land, acting in accordance 
with disastrous concessions to hu- 
man weakness and_ irresponsible 
impulsiveness, grant divorces for 
trivial reasons. 

For war brides and their hus- 
bands, the joy of reunion makes 
the first days happy in spite of 
weariness and nervousness. After- 
wards, the happiness of life to- 
gether depends on recognition and 
respect for laws higher than the law 
of the land. 


A Great Work 

АТНЕВ Edward F. Garesché, S.J., 
Director of St. Patrick’s Club for 
deferred vocations, announced that 
since the club was established in 
New York thirteen years ago by 
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Father Corbett, S.J., fifty-five of the 
members have been ordained 
priests, and 155 are in seminaries in 
the United States and Canada. 

Many in the Armed Forces have 
felt within themselves a call to the 
priesthood or to the brotherhood. 
The Secretary of the club will be 
glad to correspond with them. Ad- 
dress letters to St. Patrick’s Club, 
30 West Sixteenth Street, New York. 
Printed leaflets will be sent to 
Chaplains on request. 

At the weekly meetings, time is 
given to the study of Latin, The 
members then hear an instruction 
from the Spiritual Director, assist at 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, and recite the office of the 
Blessed Virgin in Latin, as the Club 
has been erected as a Sodality by 
the Archdiocese of New York and 
affiliated with the Prima Primaria. 

They also use the Club Library, 
and have conferences with the 
Spiritual Director to aid them in fol- 
lowing their vocation. Representa- 
tives from dioceses where there is 
a need of priests and from Religious 
communities are invited to address 
the members, and former members 
who are now priests. often .come 
back to tell of their experiences 
and of the difficulties they had to 
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overcome, thus encouraging and in- 
forming the members. 

A St. Patrick’s Club has been 
formed in Washington, D.C., by 
Father Timothy Reardon, S.J., at 
19 Eye Street. It is hoped that simi- 
lar groups will be organized in oth- 
er cities, in co-operation with the 
pioneer organization in New York. 

The Rev. Thomas A. Kelly, C.S.C., 
of Notre Dame University, is con- 
ducting a correspondence course 
specifically for members of the 
Armed Forces who, intending to 
study for the priesthood, wish to be- 
gin the study of Latin immediately. 


Africa 


N Africa there are still many 

thousands of souls involved in 
.the darkness of witchcraft and su- 
perstition, but the Church has made 
great progress in a vast field ripe 
for the harvest. Father Remigius M. 
Villa, S.M.M., a missionary in south- 
ern Nyasaland, sends good news: 
“Forty years ago there was not a 
single Catholic in this section of 
Africa; now there are 164,000 ad- 
ministered to by 52 priests and 54 
Sisters.” 

Fifty years ago, Franciscan Mis- 
sionaries of Mary left Europe for 
the Congo, where, the Superioress 
wrote, “Our dormitory is not unlike 
a stable, and our refectory consists 
of a table with seven stools and two 
boxes to do duty for a cupboard. We 
just have to be patient.” The pres- 
ent Superioress tells us what has 
been accomplished so far: “There 
are here a novitiate, elementary 
and normal schools, hospitals, a 
leprosarium, and a catechumenate 
for women and girls. Native nuns 
from our novitiate are already 
working in different parts of the 
-Congo, whether French Equatorial 
Africa, Angola, or the Belgian Con- 
go. Three millions of the ten mil- 
lion inhabitants of the Congo are 
now Catholics. 


Convert Makers 

MEMBER of a group who de- 

vote themselves to making con- 

verts wrote to the Editor, suggesting 
that subscribers to the MESSENGER 
could do a very apostolic work by. 
giving their copy, after they are 
finished with it, to a non-Catholic 
who is well-disposed. Her letter 
reads in part: 

The more times the copies are 
read, in that proportion is our 
opportunity of getting converts 
increased. Won’t you encourage 
your readers to adopt this tech- 
nique with respect to all Catho- 
lie literature? This would help 
very much to bring souls to 
God. Often a magazine is al- 
lowed to lie idle and unread 
during the several weeks of its 
current value. 

This is a very good suggestion, 
and we recommend it warmly to 
our readers. 


The Camillians 

VERY fine work of charity is car- 
ried on by the Camillians, a 
group of twelve lay men and women 
under the direction of Rev. Edmund 
T. Meehan, who publish a four-page 
paper bi-weekly for patients in hos- 


pitals. The paper expresses spiri- 
tual thoughts in a cheerful, instruc- 
tive way that the sick should en- 
joy and appreciate. 


Education in Europe 
ATHER Bernard R. Hubbard, S.J.,” 
has returned from a visit to 
Jesuit houses in the various coun- 
tries of Europe. They have lost 
everything; and the work of re- 
educating European youth will be 
possible only to heroic zeal and in- 
Spired courage in the face of hu- 
manly insuperable difficulties. Eu- 
rope once looked upon North Amer- 
ica as missionary territory, but now 
the relationship is reversed, and we 
wil have to do all we can for 
Europe. 


Students Strike 
T is not unusual to read of strikes, 
but it is unusual to read such 
news with a sense of satisfaction 
and warm approval. In Slovakia, 
which is eighty per cent Catholic, 
students in a junior college went 
on strike in protest against the re- 
moval of crucifixes from their class- 
rooms. The crucifixes were restored 
after the students stayed away from 
school for two days.

He was born 
out of God, reborn out of the 
water and the Holy Ghost, en- 
dowed with Divine Life, re- 
formed according to the like- 
ness of God to be a brother of 
Christ, elevated to be a temple 
of the Holy Ghost, transformed 
to be a member of the Body 
of Christ, grafted a branch into 
the Holy Vine, received into the 
sacred people, the kingly priest- 
hood, the divine generation of 
the baptized sons and daughters 
of God. Now he is a member of 
the Holy Catholic Church. He 
has the right and the privilege 
to receive the Body of the Lord, 
to obtain remission of sins 
through Confession, to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit in Confir- 
mation, to be a soldier of Christ. 
In the Ordination to the priest- 
hood he can receive a share in 
the priesthood of Christ, or he 
can receive the Sacrament of 
Matrimony. In grave illness, 
any priest will follow his call 
to give him in the Sacrament 
of Holy Unction the Lord’s 
blessing for the sick and the 

anointing for the last agony. 

He has the right to claim the 
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blessings of Holy Church, he 
partakes in every Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass offered on this 
globe, and receives grace after 
grace out of the fullness of 
Christ and of the Saints, for 
his communion reaches up to 
the Seraphim that stand in the 
presence of the All High. When 
the Lord will call him to Him- 
self, it is his privilege to be 
buried in the rite of the Church, 
because he is called to the glory 
of the resurrection and to the 
inexpressible joy of the blessed 
God, who lives and reigns for 
ever and ever.

Twelve Years in Moscow 

LMOST twelve years ago, the 
Roosevelt-Litvinov pact was 
signed, guaranteeing religious free- 
dom to Americans in Russia. An 
American: Assumptionist Father, 
Leopold Braun, A.A., went there to 
serve as an assistant to the Apos- 
tolic Administrator in Moscow, who 


. then left for a vacation, and was 


not permitted to return. So Father 
Braun was left alone. 

Quentin Reynolds announced 
some of the experiences that made 
the twelve years difficult. “His 
church was robbed five times, the 
vandals even committed the sacri- 
lege of stealing sacred vessels from 
the altar. He complained each time, 
but the only satisfaction he received 
was a bill from the authorities. 
According to Soviet law all Church , 
property (since 1917) belongs to the 
State, and Father Braun was held 
personally responsible for the loss." 

Father Braun has now returned to 
this country, and his successor is 
Father George Antonio Laberge, 
A.A., of Central Falls, В. I. He will - 
serve the 22,000 Catholics in Mos- 
cow. Leningrad has 30,000 Russian 
Catholics, with one Catholic church, 
but with no priest.

What kind of work is considered 
80 laborious that the worker is ex- 
cused from the law of fasting? 

. Any kind which entails a great 
amount of physical or mental effort 
for the individual during a great 
part of the day. Two individuals 
doing the same kind of work are 
not necessarily both excused be- 
cause of the nature of the work. One 
teacher may be heavily burdened, 
and another may have little to do. 
In doubtful cases, it is best to con- 
sult a priest in or out of Confession. 


Are those who are not obliged to 
fast permitted to eat between 
meals? 


Yes. They are under no restric- 
tion as to the quantity of food 
except that imposed by the ordinary 
law of temperance. 


What was the relationship be- 
tween the Herods mentioned in the 
Gospels and the Herods mentioned 
in the Acts of the Apostles? 

Herod the Great was King when 
our Lord was born. His father had 
helped the Romans in the East. 
Herod was appointed by his father 
Governor of Galilee, was expelled 
by a Maccabean prince, and fled to 
Rome. There, through the influence 
of Mark Antony, he was crowned 


King of Judea by the Roman Senate. 
He ruled for thirty-seven years, and 
died during the infancy of our Lord. 
The Herod to whom Pontius Pilate 
sent our Lord was the son of Herod 
the Great. Herod Agrippa, who im- 
prisoned Peter (Acts xii) and be- 
headed James, was grandson of 
Herod the Great; and the Agrippa 
before whom St. Paul defended him- 
self (Acts xxvi) was the great- 
grandson of Herod the Great. 


Is there a Heavenly patron for 
those who wish to obtain the grace 
of a happy marriage? 

It would be well to pray to the 
Angel Raphael, who, as we read in 
the book of Tobias, arranged the 
marriage of Tobias and Sara, which 
was a very happy one. 


The picture before which my fam- 
ily consecrated itself to the Sacred 
Heart represents our Lord, but the 
Heart of our Lord is not manifested. 

To gain the Indulgences, a pic- 
ture of the Sacred Heart must be 
used. If the Heart is not visible, it 
is not a picture or image of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. 


Is there an Indulgence for those 
who serve Mass? 


The Faithful who devoutly serve 
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a priest who is offering the Sacrifice 
of the Mass, may gain an Indul- 
gence of three years. 


Is there any regulation about the 
manner of representing the Sacred 
Heart? 

The Holy Office prescribed that 
the representation of the Sacred 
Heart permitted to be exposed on 
the altars for public veneration 
must be not the Heart alone, but 
our Divine Lord showing His Heart. 
For private devotions the picture of 
the Heart alone is permitted. 


Is it necessary to say the five de- 
cades of the Rosary during a single 
visit to the Blessed Sacrament in 
order to gain the Plenary Indul- 
gence? 

No. The decades may be sepa- 
rated; but the five decades must be 
completed within the space of a day 
in order to gain this Indulgence. 


What argument can be used 
against those who deny the useful- 
ness of infant Baptism? 

Only those who die in the state 
of sanctifying grace enter Heaven, 
Baptism confers sanctifying grace, 
and it is the only way in which 
infants certainly acquire sanctifying 
grace. The law of the Church is: 
Let infants be baptized as soon as 
possible (Canon 770). 


Is it better to have a single Mass 
said for a deceased friend, or to 
enroll him in a Purgatorial society 
so that he may share in a great 
number of Masses? Is it better to 
have one High Mass said for a 
deceased friend, or several Low 
Masses? 

All of these practices are excel- 
lent, and the benefits in each case 
cannot be measured. There are ad- 
vantages in each form not found in 
the others. A share in many Low 
Masses may be considered as ul- 
timately equivalent to the fruit re- 
ceived from one single Low Mass 


applied to an individual. But the 
опе Mass gives all of this benefit 
immediately. One High Mass has a 
liturgical excellence which is not 
found in Low Masses. The benefac- 
tor must decide in what particular 
way he will help his friend. 


Do Catholics «and Protestants 
agree on essentials? 

No. The Infalibility of the Pope 
and his universal spiritual authority 
over all baptized persons is an es- 
sential doctrine of Christian Revela- 
tion. There is no doctrine on which 
all who call themselves Protestants 
agree. The rule of faith for a Prot- 
estant is his own judgment, and 
there is naturally disagreement 
among them on all points without 
exception. The Holy Trinity, the In- 
carnation, the Redemption, Grace, 
the Sacraments, are all essential 
doctrines, and there is no general 
agreement on them between Catho- 
lics and Protestants. 


Why do we have to go to Con- 
fession? 

Because our Lord wishes us to do 
so. He said to the Apostles on the 
first Easter Sunday: “Receive the 
Holy Spirit; whose sins. you shall 
forgive, they are forgiven them; and 
whose sins you shall retain, they 
are retained." Therefore the Apos- 
tles must act as judges, and decide 
to absolve or not to absolve. They 
must know the individual case in 
order to make this decision. So we 
are obliged to reveal our sins to 
one who possesses the power of 
absolving which was given to the 
Apostles and their successors. 


What is vainglory? 

Vainglory consists in an excessive 
effort to attract attention to real or 
pretended gifts of soul, mind, or 
body. It is à source of boasting, 
affectation, ostentatious display, 
hypocrisy, and immodesty. 


Bi- 
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Is there a form of the Rosary of 
the Sacred Heart other than that 
mentioned in the February “Ques- 
tion Box”? 

“There are various forms of the 
‘Beads of the Sacred Heart,’ com- 
posed of different sets of Indul- 
genced prayers. There is no need, 
however, for special beads. By re- 
peating certain Indulgenced ejacu- 
lations, according to one’s choice, 
with the ordinary string of beads, a 
perfect treasury of Indulgences is 
obtained. As a private form of de- 
votion, it can be adapted to one’s 
inclination.” (From “Му Prayer 
Book,” by Father Lasance.) 


Why are not Catholics of the 
Latin Rite permitted to drink of the 
chalice of our Lord’s Blood? 

When this question was discussed 
at the Council of Trent, it was de- 
cided to retain the custom of receiv- 
ing only under one species lest a 
new custom should seem to indi- 
cate the necessity of receiving 
under both species. In order to re- 
ceive the full fruit of the Eucharist 
as a Sacrament, it.is sufficient to re- 
ceive our Lord under the appear- 
ances of bread, since He is there 
present in Body and Blood, Soul and 
Divinity. Additional considerations 
which influenced the decision were: 
The danger of spilling the Precious 
Blood if the chalice were to be 
given to a great number; the danger 
of not getting enough wine to some 
territories; and also the dislike of 
some people for the taste of wine. 


Are some Catholic priests al- 
lowed to marry? 

No. But it is true that in some of 
the Eastern Uniate Churches, mar- 
ried men are permitted to become 
priests and to continue to live ac- 
cording to the obligations of the 
married state. (By Uniate Churches 
we mean those groups of Catholics 
united with us in belief and sub- 


ject to the Pope, but who have dif- 
ferent liturgies and disciplinary 
laws.) In the Latin Church, a man 
who has a wife cannot, ordinarily, 
become a priest. If an exception is 
granted, the wife must make a vow 
of perpetual chastity, after testify- 
ing that she freely consents to the 
whole arrangement. 


Is it a lie to fool some one on 
April 1, if no harm can result? 

It would not be a lie to try to fool 
some one if the humorous lack of 
sincerity is easily discoverable be- 
cause of what is said or how it is 
said. Such jokes would be true lies 
when no clue is given to the lack 
of sincerity. The sin, if the joke is 
harmless, would be a venial sin, 
and therefore in no wise- permis- 
sible. 

Jokes cannot be considered as in- 
nocent or harmless if they are like- 
ly to result in painful embarrass- 
ment, public humiliation, a gross 
loss of time, or a large measure 
of wasted effort. 


Is there a Saint named Imelda? 

Blessed Imelda was a young girl, 
a student in the Dominican con- 
vent at Bologna. Very holy, she re-

a miraculous manner. She died at 
the age of thirteen, and her feast- 
day is celebrated on May 12.

The State in Catholic Thought. By 


Heinrich A. Rommen, LL.D. B. 
Herder Book Co., St. Louis 2, .Mo. 
747 pp. $6.00. 

In his Christmas Message of 1945, 
Pope Pius XII pointed out that the 
war was brought about by false 
doctrines, “errors of which the es- 
sential element was the overthrow, 
denial, and contempt of Christian 
thought and principles.” There is 
but one remedy: “to go back to the 
order fixed by God also in relations 
between States and peoples; to go 
back to a real Christianity within 
the State and among States.” Most 
timely, then, is Dr. Rommen’s schol- 
arly treatise, .which examines in 
great detail the order that should 
exist between States and peoples, 
and between States themselves. 

A profound and extensive study 
of the principles of civil government 
is an important contribution to the 
solution of today’s problems. Dr. 
Rommen remarks in the Preface: 
“In wartime the people willingly 
concede extraordinary powers to 
their government. All-out war be- 
gets all-out governmental control of 
the lives of its citizens. Even in 
normal times the efficiency, or 
seeming efficiency, of totalitarian- 
ism may conceal the fundamental 


errors on which it is based. It is, 
therefore, fitting and timely that 
we re-examine the basic principles 
of civil government.” 

The book is divided into four 
parts; the first treats of Philosophi- 
cal Foundations; the second, the 
Philosophy of the State; the third, 
Church and State; the fourth, the 
Community of Nations. Teachers of 
Ethics in our seminaries and col- 
leges will find in this book abun- 
dant material for lectures on the 
State; they will welcome the care- 
ful presentation of historical facts 
and philosophical principles. Dr. 
Rommen is to be congratulated on 
an excellent work.

A Canadian Mystic: Mother Cath- 
erine Aurelie of the Precious Blood. 
By a Religious of the Precious Blood. 
The Sister Adorers of the Most Pre- 
cious Blood, Brooklyn, N. Y. 190 pp. 
$2.00. 

Mother Catherine Aurelie was the 
foundress of the Institute of the Sis- 
ter Adorers of the Precious Blood. 
She was born in Canada in 1833. 
Blessed with extraordinary graces 
and severe sufferings, she attained 
to great heights of prayerful union 
with God. Bishop Bourget of Mont- 
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real counseled her to found a com- 
munity, and this she did in 1861. 
Final approbation was obtained 
from Rome in 1896. 

Her spirit is revealed in the earn- 
est prayer: “I thirst to share Thy 
sorrows, to weep over the outrages 
and forgetfulness of sinners;" and 
her purpose in founding the Insti- 
tute was to form “Victim” souls who 
would offer their sufferings in union 
with the sacrifice of our Divine Lord, 
and whose hearts would “return 
Him love for love ... and compen- 
sate Him for the neglect, the indif- 
ference, and the impiety of sinners.” 
She died in 1905. 

The pages of this book are filled 
with quotations from the writings 
of this holy foundress. The self- 
revelation of a true mystic is a 
grace for devout souls, who, as they 
read, are moved to continual acts 
of the love of God, wonderful in 
His Saints. 


The Life of Father Pro. By the 
Rev. M. D. Forrest, M.S.C. Radio 
Replies Press, St. Paul 1, Minn. 130 
pp. $1.00. 

After a chapter on the history of 
the anti-religious laws that have 
oppressed the Catholics of Mexico, 
Father Forrest retells many inci- 
dents from the life of the lively, 
quick-witted, mischievous,  high- 
spirited youth, whose personality 
has become widely known. After 
entering the Jesuit Novitiate, he 
made his studies in Spain, was or- 
dained in 1925, and returned to 
Mexico on July 7, 1926. Three weeks 
later, public religious services were 
suppressed; then the irrepressible 
cleverness of Father Pro became 
useful for the salvation of souls. 

What he accomplished was far 
beyond the powers of natural 


energy and genius; it could only 
be due to real holiness. Going from 
house to house, he brought Holy 
Communion to seven hundred on 


one First Friday, to nine hundred 
and fifty on another, to twelve 
hundred on a third. He organized a 
company of three. hundred young 
men whom he trained as religious 
lecturers, whose secret ministry 
reached eleven thousand children 
in addition to innumerable adults. 

At last he was arrested, and his 
apostolate in Mexico ended with 
martyrdom on November 23, 1927. 
He was summoned from his prison 
cell, and was led to the courtyard. 
Facing the soldiers, he stretched 
forth his arms in the form of a 
cross, and exclaimed: “With all my 
heart I forgive my enemies.” Then, 
as he uttered the favorite ejacula- 
tion of the Mexican martyrs, “Long 
live Christ the King!”, the volley 
was fired, and the beloved Father 
Pro, idol of the people of Mexico 
City, fell dead, riddled with bullets. 


The Lance of Longinus. By Prince 
Hubertus zu Loewenstein. The Mac- 
millan Co., New York, N. Y. 166 pp. 
$2.00. 

Here is a delightful little story 
that should appeal to many, espe- 
cially during Lent or Holy Week. 
It is centered around the centurion 
Longinus, a Roman soldier who wit- 


nesses the triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem, the trial before the 
- weakling Pilate, and the sad 


events on Golgotha. Longinus, a 
pagan and a loyal Roman, who, re- 
membering the prophetic utter- 
ances of his mother and the recent 
conversations. with his Hibernian 
friend Marcius, finds his faith in 
the ancient gods weakening. As a 
last defence of his faith, he thrusts 
his lance into the side of the Cruci- 
fied. Then looking up into the face 
on the Cross, Longinus sees the 
light. 

With a few vivid strokes of the 
pen, the author makes the people 
and places of Jerusalem stand forth 
as if we were actually present. His 


knowledge of Roman army life and 
custom is the result of long and 
deep study, and as a result Longinus 
is not a mere name, but a vivid 
personality. Thé battle within his 
soul, the conflict of the old with the 
new-born faith, and the final 
triumph of the Son of God who is 
truly risen, makes instructive and 
entertaining reading.
